The correspondent of the Associated 
Press has received written replies from 
the chief of the foreign office to ques- 
tions:

Answer—Official news regarding 
Panther’s reasons for forcing the en- 
trance of the lagoon of Maracaibo has 
not yet been received. So far ag the Sit- 
uation can be understood from here, the 
seizure of the lagoon was necessary to 
an effective blockade of the harbor of 
Maracaibo. Otherwise it would have 
been possible to convey all sorts of mer- 
chandise over the adjacent Colombian 
frontier, particularly arms and provi- 
sions, across the lagoon to Maracaibo and 
thence inland, thus rendering the block- 
ade completely futile. Apparently Fort 
wan Carlos tried to prevent the entrance 
of the Panther into the lagoon and it 
must have been, therefore, necessary to 
silence it. 

Second—Why did the Germap ships 
alone take part in the bombardment? 

Answer—The fact that only German 
ships took part in the bombardment is 
obviously explained. Maracaibo harbor 
lies in the western part of the coast line, 
which was being blockaded by the Ger- 
man forces. 

Third—When blockade be 
raised? 

Answer—No decision has yet been 
reached by the interested powers as to 
when the blockade shall be raised.

~ DESPITE DANCER 


‘While Woman Run Over and 
Decapitated by Train, 


Asked Keeper About Train, but She 
Walked on Bridge in Face of 
His Warning—Body Badly 
Mangled—Eff--t; To 
Identify Fail.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)\—At Mc- 
Intyre, a station 30 miles south of Ma- 
con, on the Central railroad this after- 
noon, passenger train No. 2, with Engt- 
neer Catherwood in the cab, decapitated 
a white woman, apparently between for- 
ty and fifty years old. 

Near McIntyre there is a long trestle. 
and when the engine rolled upon it the 
engineer observed @ woman on tbe track.

Columbus, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)— 
“Il am (Wing to write a letter to my moth- 
er and brother,’’ said Claud S. Wrenn, 
a well known young man, last night as 
he went to his room in the Hotel Af- 
fleck. 

This mornimg when Raiford Affleck went 
to his room to wake him he found him 
He had died the 
falling 


on the floor, a corpse. 
night before from heart failure, 
to the floor just before retiring. 

Mr. Wrenn was a young man of fine 
character and was generally liked, and the 
news of his death was a great shock to 
his friends over the city, and particularly 
his associates at the Columbus iron works, 
where he was shipping clerk. Mr. Wrenn 
had been sick for the past day or two, 
but his eondition was not thought serious. 
He worked a short while yesterday, but 
became so weak that he returned to the 
hotel. He complained of feeling a pain 
in his chest and over his heart. 

Mrs. W. D. Affleck went to his room 
last night at 9 o'clock to see how he 
was getting along. He was sitting up, 
seemed cheerful and said he would Tre- 
turn to work the next day. 

The young man had disrobed and Was 
leaning over, evidently in the act of pick- 
ing up a piece of coal when his 
sudden death occurred. He fell over, his 
head striking the coal box, ‘and when 
Raiford Affieck opened the door of his 
room this morning at 5 o'clock he found 
him in a half kneeling position, his head 
resting on the coal box. A Slight place 
was cut in the forehead by the edge of 
the box. When the young man was found 
his face was perfectly black. His body 
was so near the fire that one side of the 
body was burned. 

Coroner Clements was notified and held 
an inquest. The jury’s verdict was that 
Mr. Wrenn came to his death from heart 
failure. 

The body was sent this afternoon to 
Knoxville, Tenn., his old home, where his 
mother, sister and stepfather live. He 
has a brother who is with the Haverly 
minstrels. Mr. Wrenn had lived in Co- 
lumbus two years and was held in high 
esteem. He at one time held a position 
in Atlanta.

GRAYBILL’S TRiBUTE TO 
THE MEMORY OF LEE 


The confederate veteran camp of the 
city of New York held a Lee memorial 
camp fire on General Lee's birthday, at 
which Comrade James Edward Graybill, 
of New York, paid an eloquent tribute to 
the memory of Genera] Lee. 

The address of Mr, Graybill was the 
feature of the evening. 

The address in full is worth reproduc- 
tion, but it is impracticable to reproduce 
at this time more than his eloquent con- 
clusion, which was as follows: 

“In the beautiful Church of St. Thomas, 
in Strasburg, is a2 monument erected by 
Louis XV to the memory of Marshal 
Sachs. It is one of the most striking anu 
wonderful groups in marble I have ever 
seen. A monolith stands out in bold re- 
lief from the walls of the church. In 
front of this stands the full life-size 
figure of Marshal Sachs, descending into 
an opén sarcophagus. The ominous fig- 
ure of Death stands at one end of the 
tomb, helding alcfc the lid of the coffin, 
and, looking up to the hero, bids him 
descend; Hercules, at the other end, 
leans on his club, overwhelmed with 
grief Between the marshal and Death ts 
the figure of a woman—representing 
France—halt kneéling, half crouching, 
earnestly pleading with Death, while with 
uplifted hand she seeks to stay the mar- 
Shal in his descent. To the right are the 
victorious flags of France; on the left 
aré th» flags and emblems of the nations 
— valiant soldier. had conquered in bat- 

e. 

“It is a wonderful group, exquisite in de- 
sign, grand in conception and unsurpass- 
ed in its masterful execution. Such a 
monument would but fitly commemorate 
the life, the virtues and the priceless serv- 
ices of our own Lee. 

“But he needs no monument save that 
which his own genius has carved upon 
the tablets of hisiory—upon the battle 
fields of Mexico—at Bull Run and Man- 
assas—the Wilderness——Fredericksburg-—- 
Chancellorsville -— Antietam ~ Petersburg 
and Gettysburg—he has left the impress 
of his courage, skill, valor and patriot- 
ism. In the seclusion of Washington-Lee 
university his voice was like the clarion 
note that, appealing to the pride and 
honor of his countrymen, led to 4 course 
of action that resulted in the full re- 
Sstoration of peace and order, good feeling 
and good fellowship between the sections 
and to the formation of a new nation 
that today commands the respect and ad- 
miration of the world—a nation powerful 
end fearless in the protection of tha 
lives, liberty and property of its citizens, 
ever ready to aid the oppressed and mag- 
nanimous beyond parallel in the treat- 
ment of its vanquished foes. 

“As a man Lee was loved for his sterl- 
ing integrity and noble character: as a 
citizen he was conspicuous for his vir- 
tues and high sense of duty and right: 
as a soldier, bold, brilliant. fearless, he- 
roic, he stands without a peer in historv 
Throughout his life he was respected es- 
teemed, admired and revered. and when 
he died a nation mourned his loss and 
tongue and pen have never ceased to eu- 
logize his virtues. 

“When the Walhalla of our 
heroes has been ‘erected we shall find 
beneath its great dome a marble group 
embodying the virtues, the genius and the 
valor of the American character. Thera 
we shall find in the center the majestic 
figure of the jllustrious Washington 
the father of his country, upon his right 
the great ard generous leader of the 
north, Ulysses S. Grant: on his left the 
beloved and noble hro of the south, Rob.

In addition to publish- 
ing a newspaper, the printing of the in- 
stitution will be done by the convicts.

The fact that a negro ever held 
federal office, or is holding federal 
Office at the time of his reappointment 
by a new administration, goes for lit- 
tle, so far as the other necessary qual- 
ifications enumerated by the _ presi- 
dential ukase are concerned. The 
fact does not hold good, on its face, in 
the Minnie Cox case. There is no 
evidence that because the negress had 
held the postmastership at Indianola 
through two administrations that she 
Was persona grata during any of that 
time to the community at interest, or 
even morally, intellectually or other- 
wise fitted for the place. Under such 
conditions, appointments of this char- 
acter can only be arbitrary and indif- 
ferent to local sentiment.

While there is evidently no little 
politics underlying Lynch’s trial, the 
fact that he was guilty of lese majeste 
in the extremest sense of the term 
seems conclusive from his own de- 
fense. From all reports from the field 
during the Boer war, several hun- 
dred Irishman bore arms’7 with the 
burghers, and if any of them are with- 
in British jurisdiction at the present 
time. it is safe to say they are not 
boasting of their martial exploits just 
now. No doubt England embraced 
with avidity the opportunity to make 
an example of Lynch. 

While treason may still be. odious 
enough, in this enlightened and mag- 
nanimous age we regard capital pun- 
ishment as a relic of ancient inhu- 
manity when assessed against that of- 
fense. The penalty survives on the 
British statute book, nevertheless, and 
if Arthur Lynch is not hanged, he will 
owe his life to the crown.

Ellijay, Ga., January 23.—Editor Con- 
stitution: Is it possible for any intelli- 
gent mortal to believe that two of the 
most powerful marine nations of the 
world, Germany and England, should 
join forces simply to compel the bank- 
rupt state of Venezuela, whose population 
is about equal to that of Delaware, to 
pay a few thousand dollars to German 
and England colonists?

The United States have the glory of 
breaking the shackles of the crushed and 
heavy laden children of Cuba, May the 
bright and inspiring light of freedom, 
which so long has blessed our country, 
find its way into every benighted land, 
until every son of bondage has been lifted 
up from under the heel of the oppressor, 
to a station of equal rights and liberty, In- 
tended for every child of God, 

‘“‘May the banner of ‘old glory’ wave 
far over land and sea, until every clan 
and and nation have found zest, peace 
and protection beneath its ample folds.’’ 

The American people should arise in 
their might, ang express their indignation 
with the mouths of cannon.

UDGE H. W. BELL, of Jefferson, 
J Jackson county, will in all probabi- 
lity succeed Judge W. L. Calhoun as 
the president of the board of trustees of 
the Confederate Soldier's Home.

NOW A PRISONER 


Soloman Hotema Begins Ser- 
ving a Life Sentence for 
Murder, 


WAS FORMERLY A LEADER 
IN THE CHOCTAW NATION 


Was Representative, Judge, Senator 
and Minister, and One of the 
Mightiest Men “in the 
Indian Territory—Story 
of His Career. 


Having at various times In his career 
served as representative, Senator, judge 
of the county court, district attorney and 
Presbyterian minister in the Chocte.w na- 
tion of the Indian Territory, Solomon 
ete, & magnificent representative of 
his proud race, yesterday morning com- 
menced to serve a life sentence in the 
Atlanta federal prison, With a smile he 
turned to R. L. Smith and D. Gallick, 
two deputy United States marshals f.cm 
Paris, Tex., who brought him here, as the 
iron doors were about to forever shut 
him in from freedom, and said: ‘“Good- 
by, I hope to see you all again. Tell my 
friends that I shall ever Jove them.” 
That was all. | 

Soloman Hotema once the mightiest 
man Of his nation, turned toward an of- 
ficial and signified his intention of being 
ready to be examined and placed in a 
cell where he is destined to remain uprtil 
death réleases fim. 

The two marshals simply said: 
“Judge, your friends will not forget you. 
Always hope. Goodby.” 

The story of the life of Hotema, as 
told to a Constitution representative by 
Deputy Marshal Smith, is replete with 
romance, In recounting the history of 
the prisoner, he said: ‘‘In April, 1899, che 
Choctaw nation was startled by the re- 
port that Hotema, their Christian teuch- 
er and one whom they had frequently 
honored with positions of public trust, 
had become a foul murderer. Three vic- 
tims, two women and one man, had been 
killed by the man within a few hours 
without cause or provocation. Several 
Others were wounded by him. He had 
literally gone on the war path, lLlis 
Weapon was a shotgun loaded with buck- 
shot. He in each case riddled the boaies 
of his victims. The man killed was the 
brother of his wife and the two women 
were inmates of his household. Those 
wounded were his near neighbors, and 
previous to his murderous fit were his 
friends. 

The day afier the tragedies Hotema 
was arrested at Grant as he was aout 
to take a train. He said that he was 
coming to Paris, Tex., to give himself 
up. As all Indians are prisoners, the of- 
ficials of the Choctaw nation brought 
him to our city, which is in the northern 
district of Texas. 

“At his first trial Hotema conducted 
his own defense, He claimed-that at tne 
time of committing the murders that he 
was temporarily insane. He had just 
lost his favorite child and was possessed 
of the hallucination that his neighbors 
were witches and had caused the boy's 
death. He became frantic and deter- 
mined to slay all of his neighbors. Medi- 
cal experts were summoned, but wer: di- 
vided. Hotema was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 

Emi- 
nent counsel in Texas finally took the 
case to the supreme court, but the de-

During his term in 
jail he has always read his Bible and 
prayed daily. 

“The career of Hotema has been a re- 
riarkable one. He is now 51 years old, 
and came with his paregts—full-blood- 
ed Choctaws—to the Indian Territory 
when a child. His family possessed 
wealth end he was sent to Roanoke col- 
lege in Virginia, where he gradua'‘ed 
with honors. Upon his return he at once 
Lecame a leader and was successively 
clected representative, senator, county 
judge and district attorney. In 189% he 
sas ordained @ Presbyterian minister 
and preached with great power throu,h- 
cut his nation. He was an orator and 
an leader. His life has been an excin- 
p.ary one and many of his people ure 
satisfied that he was crazy when he 
committed the atrocious murders. Every 
effort will be made to secure his par- 
dcn.”’ 

In appearance Hotema has all of ane 
characteristics of the Choctaws. Before 
teing shaved at the federal prison he 
yore a gotee, which was slightly tinged 
with gray. His hair is thick and 
straight and his features strong and im- 
pressive. But for a slight limp in his 
right leg he would be perfectly erect. Tris 
cyes are large and black. but sfow 
nothing but the kindliest disposifjon. 

Hotema is now engaged in writing a 
book on the “Passing of the Indian.’’ He 
hopes to finish it within a few months.

There have been warmer days in At- 
lanta during January, however, the most 
notable being in 1898 and 1890. when the 
thermometer registered 77 and 75 
grees, respectively.

Health Board Will Continue 
Contract for the 
Present, 


BOARD WILL ENFORCE 
CITY SANITARY LAWS 


Board Directs That No More Garbage 
Be Dumped on Private Prop- 
erty, and Will Be Taken 
to the Crematory for 

Incineration. 


The city board of health met yester- 
day aftérnoon in special session for the 
purpose of receiving bids for the disposi- 
tion of the garbage of Atlanta. That 
matter and several others were disposed 
of during the afternoon. 

F. W. Dennis, who erected the first 
crematory in Atlanta, proposed erecting 
several crematories in various portions 
of the city to be contraqlied by the mu- 
nicipality. He stated that his cremato- 
ries would cost about $4,500 each and 
could be operated with a half ton of coke 


per day. 

There was also a communication from 
a Boston firm before the board, but it 
was so indefinite as to cause it to be laid 
upon the table. 

Dr. T. D. Longino, 
board, stated that J. F. Lester, of the 
Lester Furnace Company, had told him 
that he was willing to operate for the 
present upon the same contract that now 
binds him, and for this reason no action 
was taken, altha@igh the matter will be 
referred to the new garbage committee 
of the board when the committees are 
announced by Dr. Torgino. The Lester 
company now receives $1,500 per month. 

Dr. Longino reported to the board that 
he had instructed Chief Hope to desist 
from filling vacant lots with garbage. 
He believed it to be unsanitary and had 
heard that the city had been threatened 
with several damage suits from jbds*sons 
who objected to the dumping of garbage 
near their homes. The board sustained 
the order of the president and hereafter 
all garbage will be sent to the crematory 
for incineration.

SERIOUS CHARGE

Federal Authorities Say He Passed 
Spurtous Coin. 


HIS BOND PLACED AT $500 


Captain Wright Says Goodwin Has 
Operated Extensively in This 
Section—Is a Cousin of War- 
ren Goodwin—Oase To 
Grand Jury. 


Before United States Commissioner 
Walter T. Colquitt, at a preliminary 
hearing yesterday afternoon, Jefferson 
Wade Goodwin was committed to jail in 
default of $500 bond for the federal grand 
jury on the charge of passing counter- 
feit coins. One of the witnesses against 
him was Mrs, George Bradley, 336 1-2 Ma. 
rietta street, who testified that she had 
given him one dollar for two halves, 
whith after investigation proved to be 
spurious. 

Captain J. M. Wright, of the United 
States secret service, also testified to 
recovering a large amount of money 
placed in circulation by Goodwin at sev- 
eral resorts on Decatur street. 

The prisoner claimed he was ignorant 
of the fact that the money was counter- 
feit, as it was given him by his cousin, 
Pickett Goodwin, of Birmingham, Ga., 
who asked him to have a good time at his 
expense. 

The arrest of Pickett Goodwin was 
made by Captain Wright Thursday morn- 
ing 15 miles out Peachtree road. He 
was placed in Fulton county jail, where 
he is now confined awaiting trial. which 
will take place on Tuesday, January 27, 


at 10 o'clock. Goodwin is a fine looking | 


young man and is a cousin of Warren 
Goodwin, who was sentenced in 1898 for 
passing counterfeit cein. Warren Good- 
win escaped from the federal prison in 
1899, but was recaptured by Captain 
Wright and sentenced to a term of 
years. He is now confined at the United 
States prison in this city. 


Captain Wright says Pickett Goodwin | 


has been circulating spurious half dollars 
and 5-cent pieces over a.large territory 
of Georgia.

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Secretary Moses Wants Them 
Educated in United States, . 


He Says the Filipinos Need the Ob- 
ject Lessons They Would Get 
in the United State—Edu- 
cational Progress in 
Islands.

Washington, vanuary 23.—Education of 
Filipino students in the United States at 
government expense with a view to their 
eventual return to the archipelago as 
teachers is recommended by Bernard H. 
Moses. secretary of public instruction for 
the Philippine tslands, In a recent report 
“to the war department. While the secre- 
tary has much to say ofthe good results 
accomplished by the thousand or more 
American teachers who have been at 
work in the. islands during the last fiscal 

* year, he states that “the ultimate char- 
acter of public instruction In the Philip- 
pines depend on the character of 
the Fillpino teachers which it will be pos- 
sible to develop.”’ 

Much in this direction has been accom- 
-plished, Mr. Moses says, by the branch of 
the Manila Norma! school, organized for 
the training of Filipino teachers actual- 
ly engaged in the work of instruction tn 
Manila, in the provisions of the provincial 
echools for normal-work and in the vari- 
ous normal institutes held during the 
summer vacation. Fourteen American 
teachers are now engaged in the Manila 
‘schoo! and the curriculum includes five 
principal subjects—Englsh, geography, 
American history, arithmetic and 
scilence—which are taught on five days in 
the week, and two subordinate subjects, 
music and art. Tha school was originally 
quartered at the Escuela municipal in 
the walled city, but the commission has 
since been moved to certain bulldings 
erected for the 1896 exposition, where in- 
creased accommodations are provided. 

In addition to the training of native 
teachers at the Manila school, the pro- 
vincial schools and the normal institutes, 
the secretary is of the opinion that the 
government should undertake to send to 
#merica and maintain In certain norma] 
schools there a considerable number of 
Filipinos who give evidence cf good abili- 
ty and the other qualifications requisite 
for a teacher. 


New Object Lessons. 

“The academic subjects tn which they 
might receive instruction in America can 
very well be taught them in the Philip- 
pines,’’ he saf’s, ‘‘but, in addition to this 
formal instruction, it is impossible to 
provide here a substitute for the object 
lessons in American civilization whicna 
they will receive in spending three or 


The

four years in different parts of the 
United States. The most valuable les- 
sons of civilization cannot be taught by 
‘ precept, but only by example. There will 
be no difficulty in obtaining free tuition 
in the schools of the required standing, so. 
that the expense to be borne by the gov- 
ernment would be confined to the trans- 
portation and maintenance of the stu- 
dents for the time being. The services 
which these young persons would render 
on their return furnish ample justifica- 
tion for the expenditure on the part of 
the insular government.”’ 

As to the language that shall be taught 
in the schools, Secretary Moses contends 
that little is to be “gained by educating 
the Filipinos in Tagalog or Bicol or any 
of the numerous dialects, in view of the 
fact that there are no books in any one 
of them that can be advantageously used 
in a system of public instruction, and 
while elementary books might have been 
prepared and printed in the various dia- 
lects to assist the natives in learning to 
read, pupils having passed this stage of 
their cultivation would have found only 
a barren waste before them, the lan- 
guages offering nothing to read. Mr. 
Moses says the great majority of the 
Filipinos are ignorant of Spanish and it 
Will therefore be just as easy to teaca 
them English. The effort of the Ameri- 
cans to give to the Filipinos knowledge of 
English, in marked contrast to the puiicy 
carried out by some of the European na- 
tlons in their oriental possessions, has 
met with considerable enthusiasm on the 
part of the people. Pupils in all the 
schools where American teachers have 
been stationed are able to receive instruc- 
tion. and in the Zarger towns most of the 
Filipino teachers have acquired sufficient 
knowledge of the language to enabie 
them to use it successfully in their teach- 
ing. During the past year the issuing of 
Spanish books for the use of the public 
schools haS been discontinued and every- 
where within the range of the American 
teachers limited use has been made of | 
Visayan-English, IlocanoBEnglish and | 
Tagalo-English primers to make _ the 
transition more easy. The instruction in 
“Spanish has Been to a large extent super- 
seded by instruction in English and ex- 
cept in the high school courses will not 
be taught in the public schools. 


No Compulsory Law. 

Owing to the lack of sufficient school 
accommodations tthe secretary says it 
has not been thought advisable to pass 
a compulsory education law, as it would 
have been impossible to put it into ef- 
fect. When school houses shall have 
been constructed and a sufficient num- 
ber of teachers trained, however, he 
thinks it will be found desirable to pass 
a general law of this character, either 
making attendance at schools of a cer-

Attention is calle® by the secretary to 
the immediate and Striking success of the 
night schools in Manila, which, he says, 
have exercised no little influence in giv- 
ing the more Influential Classes ideas re- 
Sspecting the methods and purposes of 
American education. In a large number 
of places where American teachers have 
been stationed night schools were estab- 
lished and taught by one or more of the 
lady school teachers and were attended 
by members of ail classes, including 
municipal officers and sometimes the gov- 
ernors of provinces as well as b¥ young 
men and yourg women living fn the town. 
When the pupils- had sufficiently master- 
ed English to enable them to use it 
with a certain degree of facility in their 
Studies they were taught bookkeeping, 
stenography, typewriting and telegraphy 
as well as history, arithmetic and ge- 
Ography. 

Plans have already been formed for 
the increase of the nautical school, 
Which has more than justified its estab- 
lishment by an increasing 
pupils and the noteworthy record made 
by its graduates. The improvements 
contemplated include ‘new and larger 
quarters by the sea and dormitories 
where the students may be entirely under 
the direction of the Superintendent.

cate young men for the merchant marine | 


Service was opened in December, 
With twenty-two pupils. In spite of the 
cholera the attendance was seventy-three 
last fall. Lieutenant Colonel J. H. Glen- 
non, United States navy, is tn charge of 
the school with a teaching force of four 
American teachers anda ilipino in- 
Structor. For the course in practical sea- 
manship a mast has been erected in the 
school grounds fitted with foresail 
and topsail and the pupils are frequently 
drilled at this to. make them familiar 
with the nomenclature and the handling 
Of ropes and sails. It is rather difficult 
to secure much sea experience from these 
artificial devices and an effort is afoot to 
Secure a school ship. 


Schools of Telegraphy. 

Three schools of telegraphy have been 
€stablished in the islands, one each at 
Manila, Vigan and Iloilo and have been 
equipped with instruments provided by 
the signal corps. Graduates of these 
schools will be enrolled in the constabu- 
lary which will have charge of the tele- 
phone and telegraph lines of the islands 

The Manila school will train especially 
Tagalogs for service as operators in cen- 
tral Luzon; that at Vigen, Ilocanos, to 
take charge of the lines in northern Lu- 
zon, while the school at Iloilo -will in- 
Struct Visayans, who will take charge of 
stations in the southern islands of tho 
archipelago. 

In concluding his report Secretary 
Moses says that while for the present It 
is greatly to be desired that large num- 
bers of Filipinos be sent to this country 
and educated at government cxpense, the 
eventful solution of the educational prob- 
lem in the islands Is to be found only in 
the establishment of a university where 
the great body of Miiipinos may be pro- 
vided with all the opportunities for edu- 
cation which they will ever be able to 
enjoy. This Institution would be organi- 
zed to supplement the instruction given in 
the provincial schools and will be de- 
manded by the Filipino youth who need 
to be taught not only in legal and _ his- 
torical subjects which will aid them in 
comprehending the administrution & 
their government, but also in the practi- 
cal sciences, such as civil, electrical and 
engineering and chemistry pro-

“Heavy transactions in merchandise ara 
reported, but there is much complaint re- 
garding the slow movement of frelght. 
The situation as to general lines is ag- 
gravated by the precedence given fuel 
over all other freight, except live stock 
amd perishable goods. Notwithstanding 
the extensive increase in transporting 
facilities during the past year, some roads 
have been compelled to decline consign- 
ments, and, in many cases, where 2 
large number of cars were desired, only 
one was provided. Earnings thus far 
available for January surpass last year’s 
by 5.6 per cent. It is conspicuous in prac.- 
tically every section of the country, that 
despite high prices, buying is Iiberal anc 
of the better qualities of goods, while 
dealings as a rule are of a cash basis. 
Demand for building materials is unus- 
ually brisk for the season and prices 
of lumber at the south have advanced. 

“Although fortunate sections are receiv. 
ing a better supply of fuel, the situation 
is still] serious, and many pig tron fur- 
naces have been added to the 
As producers have sold their capacity 
for some time, there is little new biue'- 
ness and no effort to secure contracte 
Hence, prices of pig iron are steady and 
new transmissions light. As to the de- 
mand for finished products, requirements 
are still pressing in railway equipment, 
both structural and rolling stock, and it iz 
stated that onders have heen placed for 
as many tons of steel rails as were pro- 
duced in the full year of 1902. Steel for 
buildings, bridges and ships find a ready 
market and implement makers are becom- 
ing more’ active. New orders for mer- 
chant steel are light, but old contracts 
are still numerous. 

“New England producers of boots and 
shoes are actively engaged on seasona 
ble lines, and there is enough business 
on hand to keep most plants in opera- 
tion two months, at least. New busi- 
ress comes forward slowly and there are 
few supplementary orders for spring lines. 
Trade in leather is better, domestic shoe 
manufacturers operating on a more lIibe>- 
al scale, while export sales of sole are 
increasing. 

“As to cotton goods, the situation grows 
steadily stronger. demands for immediate 
reeds preventing accumulation of sup- 
plies and leaving an increasing number 
A few open advances 
in quotations are recorded, while a quiet 
curtailment of discounts is reported in 
progress. Oriers for standard print 
cloths at less than 31-8¢ are rejected, ard 
Export 
hbuvinge has practically ceased. 

“With the exception of a few of the 
finest grades. woolen goods for the fal' 
of 19% are now fuly opened.
